Forces  and  Women’s  Services,  and  the  wives,  daughters  and  near 
relatives  of  clergymen,  naval,  military  and  professional  men. 


REPORT  FOR  1949 


'T'HE  Executive  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  their 

Report  for  1949. 

The  Hospital  had  a  successful  year,  having  treated  492 
patients  during  the  twelve  months,  an  increase  of  58  patients 
over  1948.  The  ward  which  had  remained  closed  owing  to 
shortage  of  staff  during  1948  was  opened  early  in  1949,  and  the 
Hospital  has  remained  fully  open  since,  except  for  a  temporary 
closing  in  August  for  necessary  repairs  and  redecorations. 

H.R.H.  The  Princess  Royal,  our  Patroness, .  honoured  the 
Hospital  with  a  visit  on  February  15th,  and  walked  through  all 
the  wards  and  rooms.  She  gave  great  pleasure  by  conversing 
with  the  patients  and  with  members  of  the  Committee  and  of 
the  Staff. 

In  January  the  B.B.C.  devoted  the  Week’s  Good  Cause  to 
the  needs  of  the  Florence  Nightingale  Hospital,  and  Dame  Irene 
Vanbrugh  made  a  beautiful  and  moving  appeal  which  will  be 
long  remembered.  Donations  large  and  small  came  in  from  all 
over  the  country,  producing  a  total  of  ^1,993.  The  Hospital 
is  greatly  indebted  to  Dame  Irene,  and  not  less  to  the  Governors 
of  the  B.B.C.,  for  this  broadcast.  It  was  with  very  great  sorrow 
that  the  news  was  received  of  Dame  Irene’s  death  on  November 
30th,  1949. 

In  March,  the  Mayor  of  St.  Marylebone,  Councillor  A.  E. 
Reneson  Coucher,  J.P.,  and  Mrs.  Coucher  very  kindly  gave  a 
party  at  the  St.  Marylebone  Town  Hall  in  aid  of  the  Hospital. 
The  guests  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  some  very  distinguished 
members  of  the  theatrical  profession,  namely  Miss  Vivien  Leigh, 
Miss  Hermione  Gingold  and  Mr.  Harold  Warrender,  who  most

generously  came  to  assist  our  cause.  A  very  welcome  sum  of 
i  1 59  was  collected  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital. 

the  Hospital  wa-  unfortunate  in  the  resignation  of  its  Matron, 
Miss  K.  L.  Thomas,  on  May  31st,  and  of  its  Secretary,  Miss 
Violet  A.  Miles,  who  lei t  to  take  up  another  appointment  on 
March  31st.  Miss  Gladys  E.  Lingwood  was  appointed  Matron 
on  June  1st,  and  Miss  Mary  Kempton  was  appointed  Secretary 
on  April  12th.  Both  these  ladies  brought  great  experience 
and  skill  to  their  work,  and  the  Committee  consider  themselves 
fortunate  to  have  secured  their  services. 

The  following  appointments  and  resignations  during  the 
year  under  review  have  taken  place  : — 

The  Hon.  Mrs.  Geoffrey  Bridgeman,  Chairman  of  the  Appeal 
Committee  resigned,  and  Mrs.  A.  C.  E.  Kimber  was  elected. 
The  Hon.  Joan  Hope,  The  Hon.  Miriam  Fitzalan-Howard, 
Mrs.  Howard  Whitbread  and  Mrs.  M.  L.  Brittan  have  been 
elected  to  the  Appeal  Committee  ;  Miss  Milnes  and  Mrs.  Wheeler 
have  resigned. 

The  Appeal  Committee  had  a  busy  year,  and  it  is  thanks  to 
them  that  our  income  has  more  than  kept  pace  with  our  increased 
expenditure.  Some  of  their  activities  have  already  been  des¬ 
cribed,  but  we  may  here  record  that  H.M.  Oueen  Mary  graciously 
renewed  her  subscription  of  ^10  10s.,  and  in  addition  sent  us  a 
special  Christmas  gift  of  /TO.  H.R.H.  The  Princess  Royal, 
Patroness  of  the  Hospital,  gave  her  subscription  of  £10  under 
Deed  of  Covenant.  Following  the  lead  of  our  Royal  Patroness, 
it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  during  the  year  101  new  Deeds  of 
Covenant  have  been  received. 

In  view  of  the  demand  for  beds  of  the  type  provided  by  the 
“  Florence  Nightingale,”  the  Committee  have  approved  a  scheme 
to  double  its  accommodation,  for  which  an  appeal  will  be 
launched  during  the  year  asking  for  the  sum  of  ^125,000.  While 
there  must  be  considerable  delay  before  building  can  commence, 
it  is  necessary  to  prepare  for  the  future  in  advance,  and  it  is 
hoped  to  provide  additional  medical  and  surgical  beds,  a  Maternity 
Ward,  and  accommodation  for  permanent  invalids.  We  believe 
that  we  meet  a  great  need  and  possibly  an  increasing  need  and 
we  therefore  have  in  mind  these  plans  for  the  future 
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A  Produce  Sale  was  held  in  J  une,  which  was  well  patronised 
and  realised  a  sum  of  /156  for  the  Hospital.  Alexandra  Rose 
Day  produced  the  very  welcome  sum  of  ^250,  and  to  this  must 
be  added  ,-£120  resulting  from  a  Rose  Day  party  kindly  organised 
by  Mrs.  Bampton-Taylor.  Many  generous  gifts  are  acknowledged 
elsewhere  ;  particular  mention  may  be  made  of  a  gift  of  equip¬ 
ment  and  “  pillotone  ”  wireless  receivers  for  every  bed  from  Mrs. 
Kennedy,  and  of  £200  donated  by  the  American  Women's 
Hospital  Fund  through  the  Medical  Women’s  Federation. 

In  spite  of  the  help  of  so  many  kind  friends,  it  must  be 
recorded  that  expenditure  outstripped  income  by  £V>,292  during 
the  year,  and  the  bank  overdraft  has  risen  to  £^5,914.  1950 

witnesses  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  the 
Hospital,  and  we  beg  all  our  supporters  to  make  a  special  effort 
in  this  our  centenary  year  to  obtain  at  least  one  new  subscriber 
and  so  assist  in  putting  the  Hospital  financially  upon  its  feet. 

The  Linen  Guild  has  been  very  fortunate  in  again  receiving 
a  splendid  consignment  of  linen  from  Queen  Mary’s  London 
Needlework  Guild,  and  a  fine  shawl  made  by  Her  Majesty. 

The  joint  Committee  of  the  Order  of  St.  John  and  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society  have  also  made  a  magnificent  gift  of 
linen  and  blankets  and  the  Country  Women’s  Association  of 
Victoria,  Australia,  have  sent  a  further  donation  of  sheets  and 
pillow  cases. 

The  Guild  has  enlarged  its  membership  during  the  past  year* 
but  mcreasing  commitments  and  the  fact  that  out  of  every  £  1 
spent,  8s.  is  Purchase  Tax,  makes  it  very  important  that  all 
friends  of  the  Hospital  should  give  it  support.

J .  Patients  who  are  eligible  are  admitted  on  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  their  medical  attendant  and  in  accordance  with  Rule  4. 

Members  of  the  Staffs  of  General  London  Hospitals,  of  the 
Samaritan  Hospital  for  Women,  Grosvenor,  Soho,  Chelsea, 
Llizabeth  Garrett-Anderson  and  South  London  Hospitals,  who 
recommend  patients,  may  take  charge  of  them.  It  is  optional 
for  the  Surgeon  to  select  his  own  anaesthetist. 

2.  Patients  who  are  not  thus  under  the  care  of  their  own 
Physician  or  Surgeon  will  be  treated  by  the  Staff  of  the  Hospital. 

All  patients  in  the  Hospital  are  under  the  care  of  the  Medical 
Officer,  who  acts  as  deputy  for  and  under  the  orders  of  the 
Physician  or  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  case. 

3.  The  Committee  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  an  application 
without  giving  any  reason  for  so  doing.  No  patient  can  be 
received  suffering  from  any  infectious  malady  or  mental  disorder, 
who  is  liable  to  any  description  of  fit,  or  who  requires  Weir- 
Mitchel!  treatment.  Chronic  cases  are  not  admitted. 

4.  Ladies  desiring  admission  must  apply  for  blank  forms  to 
the  Secretary.  It  is  MOST  IMPORTANT  that  these  should  be 
returned  without  delay,  as  no  admissions  can  be  considered 
until  the  forms  have  been  filled  in  and  signed  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  the  Committee,  which  sits  on  Monday  and 
Thursday  to  consider  applications. 

The  papers  requisite  for  admission  are  : — 

First  :  A  form  of  application. 

Secondly  :  A  form  of  Certificate  from  ordinary  Medical 
Attendant  as  to  present  state  and  fitness  for  the 
Institution. 

Thirdly  :  A  letter  from  a  friend,  not  a  relation,  to  whom 
the  applicant  is  well  known,  giving  such  information 
as  to  the  suitability  and  means  of  the  applicant  as 
shall  show  her  to  be  eligible  for  admission. 


5.  The  admission  granted  in  the  iirst  instance  is  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  six  weeks,  which,  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Medical  Officer,  or  at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee,  may  be 
extended  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  weeks  more.  In  special 
cases  a  still  further  extension  may  from  time  to  time  be  granted, 
but  always  for  periods  not  exceeding  six  weeks.  Further,  should 
a  case  be  admitted  for  “  an  opinion,”  it  must  be  understood  that 
the  patient  cannot  continue  in  the  Hospital  unless  the  Medical 
Officer  considers  it  necessary,  and  so  reports  toHke  Committee. 

6.  The  weekly  charges  for  medical  attendance,  nursing  and 
medicine  are  as  follows  : —

Should  any  lady  be  in  a  position  to  pay  a  “  reduced  fee  ”  to 
her  medical  attendant,  she  is  at  liberty  to  do  so,  provided  she 
herself  arranges  for  the  payment  of  such  fees  with  her  Physician 
or  Surgeon,  within  the  following  limits  : — •

Accounts  will  be  rendered,  and  must  be  paid,  weekly,  and 
final  payments  must  be  made  not  later  than  10  a.m.  on  the  day 
of  departure.  Payments  should  be  made  in  cash.  The  patients 
defray  their  own  personal  laundry  expenses.  In  special  cases 
children  are  admitted  on  the  same  terms. 


7.  Patients  are  particularly  requested  to  bring  as  little 
luggage  with  them  as  possible.  Boxes  cannot  be  stored  in  the 
Hospital.  The  following  articles  will  be  found  necessary  : 
night  dresses,  dressing  gown,  dressing  jackets,  slippers,  toilet 
requisites  including  soap,  also  table  napkins  and  rubber  hot- 
water  bottle.  Ration  books  (complete)  and  national  registration 
identity  card  should  also  be  brought. 


8.  Patients  have  the  privilege  of  being  attended  by  the 
Chaplain  when  able  to  avail  themselves  of  his  visits.  Ladies  of 
all  nationalities  and  creeds  are  admissible,  and  can  be  visited 
by  their  own  Clergyman,  Minister,  or  Priest. 


HOUSE  RULES. 

1.  Every  inmate  is  expected  to  recognise  in  every  respect 
the  authority  of  the  Matron,  acting  under  the  Committee. 

2.  Every  patient  is  required  to  conform  strictly  to  the 
directions  of  the  Physician  or  Surgeon  on  all  matters  relating  to 
medical  treatment,  diet  and  regimen,  and  no  patient  is  permitted 
to  take  wine,  brandy  or  beer,  except  as  prescribed  by  the  Medical 
Officer.  Any  drugs,  medicine  or  spirits  brought  in  by  a  patient 
must  be  given  up  to  the  Sister-in-Charge  on  arrival.  A  patient 
cannot  remain  in  the  Hospital  unless  she  abides  by  these  Rules. 

3.  Patients  are  requested  not  to  go  out  without  the  knowledge 
of  the  Matron. 

4.  Visiting  Days  are  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  Thursdays, 
Saturdays,  Sundays,  from  3  to  4,  and  7  to  8  p.m.  ;  and 
Mondays  and  Fridays,  from  7  to  8  p.m. 

In  cases  of  very  serious  illness  the  Matron  will  give 
permission  for  visitors  at  other  times. 

N.B. — Visitors  are  particularly  requested  not  to  call  in  the 
morning. 

5.  The  Matron  can  be  seen  on  the  following  days  :  — 

Mondays,  Thursdays,  10  a.m.  to  12-30  p.m.,  and  from 
2  to  4  p.m. 

Tuesdays,  Wednesdays,  Fridays,  10  a.m.  to  12-30  p.m. 

6.  In  no  circumstances  should  presents  or  gratuities  be 
offered  individually  to  nurses  or  the  domestic  staff. 

7.  The  Committee  do  not  accept  responsibility  for  any 
money  or  valuables  unless  deposited  with  the  Matron,  who  will 
give  a  receipt  for  the  same. 
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8.  Patients  may  feel  at  liberty  to  discuss  with  the 
Matron  any  matters  concerning  their  welfare  which  they 
desire  to  bring  to  her  notice,  or  they  may  address  themselves 
personally  to  the  visiting  ladies  of  the  Committee  if  they  so  wish, 
or  write  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Ladies’  Committee  within  a  week 
of  departure,  after  which  time  the  Committee  cannot  undertake 
any  investigations.  Every  patient,  before  leaving  the  Hospital, 
is  asked  to  write  a  letter  to  the  Committee  expressing  her  opinion 
of  the  treatment  received. 

9.  Letters  addressed  to  Patients  will  be  forwarded  to  them, 
for  one  week  after  leaving  the  Hospital,  if  they  leave  their 
address  with  the  Secretary. 

10.  The  Chapel  is  open  daily  to  any  patient  or  patient’s 
friends. 


Ladies  who  are  admitted  and  return  home  cured  are 
earnestly  requested  to  become  Subscribers  themselves,  or  to 
find  at  least  ONE  Annual  Subscriber  of  from  2/6  upwards 
for  four  or  six  years.
